Hints in the direction indicated have 
been in circulation for months. If the 
application for right of way to enter the 
city now pending before the City Coun- 
eil, and purporting to come from the 
San Gabriel Valléy Railroad Company, 
is really in behalf of the Atlantic and 
Pacific, it would, in our opinion, be to 
‘the advantage of the applicants to let 
the fact be known. The chances of 
success would thereby be in- 
ereased, because, if the Council 
consents to grant such a fran- 
chise, it wants some guarantee that the 
road will be built. That guarantee may 
mot be forthcoming from the local com- 
pany, acting as an independent enter- 
prise and for itself alone, while the 
transcontinental combination is of 
course amply able to give it, and to 
bring its road into the city. This is a 
consummation which our people will 
not oppose, because they want railroad 
competition, and the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Company can give it if they will.
